Alan, 


Your home brew word processor log sheets are even easier to make today 
using any of the word processors that come with computers. Setting the 
margins to 1/2" (rather than 1" text standard) one can invoke the 
table-maker that come with most programs these days. The columns can be 
sized for whatever width each entry takes naturally, and the print size 
for the headings adjusted for best fit in the top or header boxes. Then 
the page self-fills (or almost self-fills--it may take a specification of 
the number of lines) with entry spaces. And most printers will handle 
landscape (page the long way) as well as portrait (page vertical) printing 
to suit what works best for the individual. 


Then the user has two choices: either to print at home, or to print 
masters and photocopy in the 2-sided mode, depending on accessibility and 
local cost, etc. 


Home brew log sheets allows the user to customize for special interests, 
and have special event forms, QRP forms, etc., according to the 
information one wishes to collect on paper for the sake of happy memories. 
And the forms can change with time as we change. It is fun going back 
through my old logs on occasion, and surprising how many simple entries 
turn into rather vivid memories.

Question: In the recent past, I recall reading somewhere about a new law 
(proposed or enacted, I'm not sure) which put TV sat dishes under the domain 
of the FCC and precluded local entities including neighborhood associations 
from restricting their installation. Anyone remember this? I could use a 
source for any info on this. 


Being to my knowledge the only ham in the neighborhood, I know better than to 
directly attempt to defend my G5RV, but I wouldn't mind putting a crimp in any 
plans on outlawing TV dishes. Right now it appears that I'm not too noticed 
and my good neighbors are primarily after TV. My hope is that if they can't 
outlaw the dishes, they will leave me alone as well. My current antennas our 
legal under the existing covenants and may be grandfathered, BUT new 
installations or even maintenance/replacement could be precluded. 


Any clues as to where I might find info on this new law will be greatly 
appreciated.

The season for skip on VHF and up due to atmospheric ducting is coming 
up. Last summer, I heard people from as far away as Virginia here in 
Indiana, even in the FM simplex portion of 2 meters. A friend of mine 
from here talked to someone in Texas using just 5 watts on simplex. He 
started at a higher power and went down to 5 watts based on the signal 
report he got. Only lasted a minute or two though. Although the usual 
time for long-range VHF reception is in the early morning, I have 
noticed another time when it sometimes kicks in. Ona local 2-meter 
evening net (repeater), I noticed that there tended to be a lot of 
out-of-area check ins when there had previously been thunderstorms in 
the area. We would often get people 100-300 miles away, from Illinois, 
Ohio, and Michigan. Based on casual observations, it seems to me that 
the best long-range reception on 2 meters occurs a couple of hours after 
an evening storm, when the storm has left the area but things are still 
wet. I believe CQ-VHF magazine also had an article on that last year 
sometime, but I don't remember which issue.

<< I want to experiment with a wire antenna that is multiple wavelengths of 6 


meters. My best setup would be to center feed the antenna, e.g. multiple 
1/4 wavelength legs like a dipole. What I read about antennas leaves me 


confused on how to maintain a 50 ohm impedance. The best I figure is if the 
total length is an odd number of 1/2 wavelengths long I should be feeding 
into 50 ohms. I have space for about 100 feet of antenna which gives me 9 
one-half wavelengths at 88 ft (50.15 mhz).

Rud and the Group: 


If you center-feed it, the antenna will have to be odd multiples of 1/4 wave. 
This will provide a lower impedance suitable for a 100, 150 or 200 ohm balun. 
Another longwire feed method I've read about was to off-center feed the 
antenna, 1/4 wave on one side and multiples on the other. A balun or un-un 
may also be required. The antenna will be bi-directional. 


Military longwire antennas for 30-88 MHz FM field radios may be shaped like an 
inverted vee with a counterpoise under the vee. This is bi-directional. Some 
versions may attach directly to the antenna post on the radio, others may use 
a coax match devive or balun and BNC connection. 

Some versions of this antenna have a resistive termination of 600 ohms or so 
at the far end. This makes the antenna uni-directional towards the resistor. 
Either direct connection to the antenna post, or a 600:50 ohm balun and coax 
is used as a feed. The resistive-terminated "half-rhombic" designs are 
broadband and non-resonant, they do not rely on 1/4 or 1/2 wavelengths, 
pruning or tuning.

I don't know - I may have gotten some "RF heating" effects at QRP 
levels. A couple of weeks ago, I purchased a multi-band QRP rig froma 
local ham. It is solid state, 10 watts max output. I loaded up a 
downspout for 80 meters, set the output power to 5 watts, and was going 
to get a few miles away with a portable HF radio to see how the signal 
strength compared to what I was used to with the same power and antenna 
on 40 meters. I connected a Basic Stamp programmed to send my call at 
regular intervals, and was getting ready to leave, when I noticed that 
my artificial ground was not working too well and so decided to adjust 
it. I pulled the code key wires out of the solderless breadboard and 
manually shorted them to key the rig while I made the adjustments. I 
noticed that the wires (I was holding bare metal) seemed to be getting 
warm to the touch. I was surprised at this since only a few mA at 5 
volts is supposed to flow through the key. I just assumed I was 
imagining things. Maybe the warmth was the ground RF flowing into my 
fingers!

There is another form of long wire antenna which provides = 
uni-directional coverage and is easy to build. 

Here is the description. 

>From the transmitter or transceiver, you go to an antenna tuner via 
coaxial cable. The tuner is placed at the base of the antenna, not 
at your operating position. 

>From the tuner's single ended output comes a wire that first goes=20 
STRAIGHT UP for about ONE WAVELENGTH at 50 mHz... 

Then the wire is bent and slopes VERY GENTLY in the direction of 

the desired coverage, You want the wire to extend itself for no less 
than 5 wavelengths, although shorter versions work quite well too, but 
are not SO DIRECTIONAL. 

The wire SLOPES until it ends at a height of about ONE TO TWO 

METERS ABOVE GROUND.... There you tie it to a small mast... 

THEN.... tied to this small mast you need to place no less than 3, 
and much better 5 one quarter wavelength radials , that act as a 
counterpoise... The radials will kindly help to hold the small mast 
in a vertical position... You can use very small insulators for the 
radials, or tie them with dacron or nylon lines ( I prefer to use 
dacron lines similar to those used for sailboats ). 

REMEMBER to aim your antenna to SLOPE in the DIRECTION 

that you want to communicate with.... 

It shows a gain of no less than 5 to 6 dB over a horizontal dipole 
when the wire length is about 30 to 40 meters.... 

The antenna seems to work also on 10 meters , with the appropiate 
tuner, and I have tested it on 2 meters too, but have yet to do 

some really good comparative tests against my "standard" 5 element 
portable yagi. 

This VERTICAL 1 wavelength + HORIZONTAL SLOPING 5 to 7=20 

wavelength antenna + RADIALS, can be taken on a reel, and the 

wire can be really light... a lot easier to transport than a YAGI or 
a QUAD, and certainly a lot easier to build and to put in place. 
YES... YOU ARE RIGHT... I always USE A TREE ( when available) 

to hold the VERTICAL PART OF IT !!! 

Hope this helps those in need of a very simple, low cost, unidirectional 
field antenna for VHF use=20

The Radio Society of Tucson (club call K7RST) toured the two 
radiotelecsopes at Kitt Peak this past Saturday.

Ron is one of two people who maintain the 
equipment at the Very Long Baseline Array (VLBA) site at Kitt Peak. The 
25 meter dish is one of ten that comprise the array. The whole 
operation is controlled from Socorro, NM.

We were extremely fortunate, in that Ron was able to take the telescope 
off line for about ten minutes and lead us through the innards of it.

which will cover 3mm. 


After lunch, Ron led us over to the 12 m telescope next door. I don't 
remember the wavelengths, but I belive that they start at 3mm and get 
much shorter. This antenna is housed in a dome to keep it in the shade, 
since sunlight heats the dish enough to distort the surface. More info 
about the 12m telescope is at:

I haven't built the Elmer 101 rig, but my experience painting the VFO 
torroid in the Oak Hills OHR-100A is that the value changes immediately 
upon application of the polish and then returns very close to original 
value as the polish dries.

Specifically, I adjusted the coil so that the bottom of its range was 
exactly 14.000 Mhz.

My next project 
is a 160 Meter Antenna Tuner -- Doug/K6RPN sent me parts and 
the 1964 QST original article, heck Doug sent me the whole 

50th anniversary QST issue!
